How to Spot 
A Shop-lifter 


A two-day seminar entitled "How to 
Reduce Shoplifting Losses During the 
Holiday Season" was held last Tuesday 
and Wednesday. 

A panel made up of representatives 
from the county's police departments, 
county district attorney's and 
sheriff's offices, and Macy's Depart- 
ment Store addressed an audience made 
up of owners and workers of peninsula 


stores. 
Mr. Pineda, from the district at- 


torney's office, spoke on some as- 
pects of making a citizen's arrest. 


For legal purposes, there are 
basically three things which must 
concern a citizen's arrest, said Mr. 
Pineda. First, an intent to steal 
must be proven. The process of takin 
the merchandise must be witnessed. 
Third, the existence of the merchan- 
dise is proof of the theft. 

The extent of concealment is evi- 
dence for intent to steal, said one 
of the panel members. If the thief 
carries out merchandise that is 


visible in his hand or if it is tucked 
under his coat, he is still committing 


a petty theft under the California 
Penal Code 484. 

Tora ajUury., sche tact. of taking with 
intent to steal constitutes shoplift- 
ing. The merchandise which has been 
taken outside the store without a 
sales slip is proof of shoplifting. 

Lt. Burns, of Seaside, pointed out 
that there are three types of shop- 
lifters. There is the psychological 
shoplifter, one who feels a need to 
shoplift. Second, the professional 
shoplifter does it for a profit. A 
third type feels that the establish- 
ment owes it to them. 

Lt. Black mentioned that an in- 
teresting study was made by UC at 
Davis. A shoplifting survey was made 
where a group went out into the Wood- 
land and Davis area and shoplifted 
anything they could find. When the 
store owners were later contacted 
the people in charge of the survey 
made an interesting discovery. 
Seventy-eight per cent of the people 
who had been shoplifted had no know- 
ledge that they had been taken. 
Twelve per cent of the people had 
knowledge of the shoplift, but either 
didn't care or didd't want to get in- 
volved. Ten per cent of the people 
rationalized. They figured the 


store had plenty and could absorb the 
ioss.. Ini conclusion, Lt. Black said 
that there are no stereotype shop- 
lifters. Of the general public, 73% 
are engaged in shoplifting of some 
kind. '"We are all stereotype shop- 
lifters.’ sald it. Black.

"Man Marks the Earth 
With Ruin” -- Zierold 


"Man is part of his ecological 
environment and doesn't have dominion 
over it," pointed out Mr. John 
Zierold in his conservation talk 
November 19th. He spoke on "Politics 
and the Environment.'' He is the con- 
servation lobbyist for the state 
legislature in Sacramento. 

In Zierold's opinion, conserva- 
tionists are too passive. "You have 
to get angry, grab lapels, and pound 
on desks,'' he insisted. 

"Of all the creatures who have 
evolved over billions of years, only 
man can alter the environment. Just 
see what he has done. Man marks the 
earth with ruin!" Zierold exclaimed. 

"Nowhere is it more obvious than 
in Monterey," he added. Zierold used 
to live here and he has returned to 
visit a few times. Monterey had 
grown with restraints. 

"People have a mentality today 
that condons destruction in the name 
of cars,'' he commented. ''Downtown 
Monterey is a parking lot." 

"The earth today is not only hos- 
tides but Lt ais uninhabdtabilies. 
Zierold said, referring to the air, 
water and DDT pollution. For exam- 
ple, he said that breathing San Jose 
air is equivalent to smoking two 
packs of cigarettes a day. 

Developers think that all they 
have to do to make money is to level 
a mountain, dump it into the Bay and 
build things on it. Zierold said 
that engineers think man can control 
the environment. ''Growth is not in 
the long-term interest," he pointed 
out. 

"San Francisco Bay and Monterey 
Bay are full of fecal matter," he 
said frankly. Lake Tahoe is turning 
from blue to green because the algae 
are thriving on the sewage. 

Zierold insisted that the federal 
goyernment ban the manufacture, sale 
and use of DDT. It: is washed down- 
rivers from far inland to the sea, 
where it gets into the smallest form 
of pelicans, falcons, and other bird 
elisere 


The agricultural business claims 
DDT is a necessity, but Zierold ex- 
plained that some of the state sur- 
plus of funds could be used to offset 
the financial burden if it were 
banned. If more protein foods were 
added to the diets of tropical 
peoples, they'd be more resistant to 
diseases such as malaria, and DDT 


wouldn't be needed. 
Conservation must be taught in 


schools. He said that conservation 
education consists of showing man's 
relationship to the ecological sys- 
tem and conservation of resources, 
but it doesn't show what's wrong with 
industry. "Films that come from 
industry to teach kids that there are 
adequate conservation practices are a 
crime and nothing less," Zierold 
Said.
